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Wheat Lids 
Get Approval 
Of Farmers 


Vote Controls On ’54 
Crop In Return For 
Continued Supports 


WASHINGTON UB-The nation’s 
farmers have accepted rigid con­ 
trols on next year’s wheat crop 
in return for continued high gov­ 
ernment price supports. In doing 
so they eased pressure on farm- 
belt Republican members of Con 
gress facing campaigns for re-elec 
tion in 1954. 
Incom pl^e but conclusive 
re­ 
turns showed growers gave a top­ 
heavy vote in yesterday’s refer­ 
endum, 338,751 to 51,487, for m ar­ 
keting quotas on the 1954 wheat 
crop. The restrictions will cut pro­ 
duction and sales about 20 per cent 
from this year's IO per cent above 
normal crop. 
The returns showed a favorable 
vote of 86.7 per cent—far above 
the 66 2-3 per cent required and 
the biggest proportion ever piled 
up in a wheat quota referendum. 
The main issue in the nation­ 
wide balloting was next year’s 
wheat prices. The difference in 
price resulting from approval or 
rejection of quotas could have been 
close to l l a bushel, or perhaps 
one billion dollars on the whole 
crop. 
, 
Farm law requires the govern­ 
m ent to support crop prices at 90 
per cent of parity—about $2.20 a 
bushel in the case of wheat—if 
farm ers approve quotas in times of 
surpluses, and at only 50 pet cent 
of parity—about $1.22 for wheat— 
if they reject controls. This year’s 
support rate is $2.21.

The children drowned just off­ 
shore below the Chester - Newell 
Rd., downstream about two thirds 
of the distance betwen the Ches­ 
ter and Newell Bridges.

PATRAS. Greece LII—The terri­ 
fying series of earthquakes that 
visited death and destruction of 
Greece’s Ionian islands appeared 
to be dying down today as air and

Lack of atmospheric evidence that the Soviet 
Union has detonated an H-bomb does not lighten 
the impact of Malenkov’s bland announcement 
that his government shares this weapon with 
the United States. 
Here is the ultimate impact of a word bar­ 
rage in psychological warfare. It doesn’t m atter 
whether or not there is evidence of an H-bomb 
in Soviet hands. Had Malenkov insisted his 
government had no H-bomb at all, the effect 
would have been about the same. 
The non-Soviet world would have started to 
jitter its way through an endless course of 
frightened speculation. Everything that comes 
out of the Kremlin is analyzed and re-analyzed 
for clues — and if there are no clues they’re 
invented. The world wants to believe the worst 
and will settle for nothing Jess. 
The Kremlin’s most powerful weapon in the 
war of nerves it has learned how to fight with 
such terrifying skill is the imagination of its 
victims. 
The unknown is more terrifying than the 
known. The shrewdest Kremlin tactic is the 
maintenance of secrecy about events inside the 
Soviet Union, leaving the unknown to fevered 
speculation which will make it seem worse than 
it is. 
Even the most careful historians will be lucky 
if they can follow the twistings and turnings in 
the tissue of lies which began with the counter­ 
revolution that destroyed the original Russian 
revolution. 
But the greatest of the lies spawned by that 
event was the lie that Lenin and later Stalin 
had become the trustees of the Marxism. They 
were not Marxists but despots. 
Since Stalin’s death, which may have been 
his m urder, the lie about his service to M arx­ 
ism finally has been abandoned inside Russia 
and is being told now only outside Russia, to 
mislead would-be revolutionists who never could 
be trapped into serving Russian nationalism in 
any other way. 
What the terrorists in the Kremlin might do 
with a hydrogen bomb if they had one is only 
a fraction of wjjat the potential victims can 
imagine they might do. 
Communists, if they could do what their 
potential victims imagine they can do, would 
need to be supermen. 
The phrase “ war of nerves'* has gone cut of 
fashion. But the practice it described has not 
gone out of existence. 
The Kremlin is waging it 24 hours a day, and 
the United States is its prime targets. The 
H-bomb announcement was the latest assault.

If there is an exchange of pris­ 
oners, it ought to be a complete 
exchange. 


IT WOULD be fatuous to suggest 
that if they hold our sons, we hold 
some of theirs. What difference 
would that make to t h e rn? In 
Asia, life is cheap and expendable. 
When the first American pris­ 
oners came out, they told stories 
that sounded horrible, but which 
to me were normal in China. 
The censors apparently shut off 
these reports, fearing that they 
would inflame public opinion in 
this country. Censorship is gener­ 
ally stupid and in the long run de­ 
feats itself. 
The parents of our boys in Ko­ 
rea know of their tragedies and 
they cannot be censored. 
The reporters, who are being bot­ 
tled up. will get their stories out 
in due course, if not as news re­ 
ports then as magazine articles. 


GEN. CLAIRK follows his pred­ 
ecessors, Generals Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur, Matthew Ridgway, a n d 
ames Van Fleet, in telling the 
American people that the Korean 
War could have been won had we 
massed our means, which is a 
technical way of saying that we 
did not do the job with all we had 
available to do it. 
He has resigned from the Army, 
quite young, undoubtedly because 
he is fed up with Pentagon and 
State Departm ent politics. 
He follows the example of Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer who could 
take no more and is now selling 
farm machinery and refrigerators* 
as MacArthur is selling electric ra­ 
zors and carbon paper.

THESE MEN are not readily re­ 
placed 
because

Men of quality will not stay with 
a service which deliberately re­ 
jects the prospect of winning a war 
and which perm its an enemy to 
hold Americans as hostages. 
These may sound like strong 
words, but I have m et many offi­ 
cers in the past few years and 
while the conversations were so­ 
cial rather than for a reporter, the 
summation of them is that soldiers 
do not like to lose wars if they can 
give their lives to win them. 
The morale in our arm y is low 
because the 
generals 
have 
not 
been perm itted to do a technically 
correct job. 
In all my years in China, from 
1918 to 1931, although I moved 
about with Chinese armies, I never 
saw a prison camp. There w e r e 
none. 
Prisoners of war were either dis­ 
armed and let loose to become ban­ 
dits, or they were incorporated in 
the victorious arm y, or they were 
killed. 


THAT 
HAS been the 
normal 
method for centuries, because it 
was regarded as expensive and un­ 
realistic to waste food on useless 
people. 
The most valuable asset of a 
prisoner of war used to be his 
arm s which were taken from him 
with whatever other supplies he 
had. After that, he was of no value 
at all. 
Often generals would, when de­ 
feat was certain, go over to the 
enemy so that their troops would 
not become prisoners. 
They would negotiate such 
a 
transfer of allegiance on a con­ 
tractual basis, providing so m any 
men for a guaranteed payment not 
only to themselves personally but 
to the account of their troops. 


WHEN ARMY and Navy Intelli­ 
gence still existed, such details 
were well - known, but now that 
the CIA is the sole agency of in­ 
formation, the evaluation of data 
is on a high political plane rather 
than on a technical m ilitary basis. 
While the data are always the 
same because it is the truth, the 
evaluation is different because the 
training and experience of t h e 
evaluators are different.

Not*A Hammer On The Head 
It is now generally agreed in the United 
States that distribution of free food to residents 
of E ast Berlin em barrassed the puppet govern­ 
m ent maintained there by the Soviet Union. 
It is generally agreed this was a kind of 
home-run in the competition for m en’s minds— 
or since the football season is here, a touchdown 
run. 
But here, if anywhere, there is room fof a 
contrary opinion about one aspect of free food 
distribution.

It has won 
their gratitude only so long as its rate of giving 
came up to their ever-increasing demands. 
When it fell below the demands, they turned 
resentful and critical. 
Philanthrophy is not like being hit on the 
head with a ham m er. It never feels good when 
it *tops.

There is no real reason why the Refrigera­ 
tion 
Trade 
Association 
of 
America 
needs 
to have a meeting next Tuesday to consider 
ways of preventing old ice boxes from becom­ 
ing death traps for* children. 
All of the l l children suffocated in three sep­ 
arate accidents in 36 hours as the result of be­ 
ing locked inside unused refrigerators could 
have been saved if adults had removed the 
locks from the doors. 
No adult deliberately 
sets a 
death trap for 
a child. It is only 
that adults, 
aware of most 
common dangers, take it for granted that chil­ 
dren will be aware of them too. That is why 
abandoned cisterns 
and wells are ieft unfilled. 
It is why children 
are, killed in those tragic 
accidents which occur when automobiles are 
backed out of driveways. It is why dangerous 
medicines are left in medicine cabinets where 
children can reach them. It is why explosives 
are left unguarded and guns are left loaded. 
The death of ll children by suffocation in old 
refrigerators whose locks should have been re­ 
moved will make us all a little more aware of 
the traps we unintentionally set for children. 
In the next few days, a few hundred thousand 
of them may be removed.

IF THE REST of the 70 or 80 
million dollars w^’re spending on 
the United States Information Serv­ 
ice is being blown as futilely as it 
is in Italy, we d do better to spend 
it on guns and sabotage m aterial | 
to be dropped to our real friends 
behind the Iron Curtain. 
There s a United States Informa­ 
tion Library, for example, just a 
few* doors from my hbtel.

If such a system were adopted, 
about $12 billion could be trans­ 
ferred from the present budget to 
a capital budget and thus a real­ 
istic balance could be achieved as 
between current outgo and income. 
Curiously enough, if American 
businesses were perm itted to do 
what the government now does— 
it classifies all spending, even for 
capital purposes, as expenditures 
—there would be a deficit in al­ 
most every growing company in 
America, and few businesses would 
ever pay any income

profit. There wouldn’t be any. 
Thus, if the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Company borrows $500 
million for new plant and equip­ 
m ent to give better telephone serv­ 
ice, that whole sum is never classed 
as an expenditure in one year. It’s 
a capital item, and the only thing 
included in the expense column is 
j the interest and a small percent- 
i age each year for depreciation, 
i 
The setting up as capital items 
I of all federal property that could 
be some day sold and all federal 
loans; to the public that are made 
by various government enterprises 
which in themselves produce in- j 
come and are represented by as­ 
sets is not a new idea. 
The plan 
has been 
suggested 
m any times before in academic 
groups but political folks are afraid 
of it — they fear the criticism 
from the opposite political party. 
It so 
happens that Beardsley ; 
Ruml is a Democrat and in the 
last campaign was chairm an of 
the Stevenson finance committee. 
He himself pooh-poohs any politi­ 
cal angle.

“Not only will the inertia of tra­ 
dition have to be overcome, but 
there will be an inevitable amount 
of cynical comment that the ad­ 
ministration is attempting to bal­ 
ance the budget by definition.” 
Who will make such a cynical 
comment? 
The 
Democrats? 
Of 
course not, because they can get 
farther politically by defending the 
change. 
They could reconstruct their own 
budgets for the last 20 years un­ 
der the capital plan and offset Re­ 
publican criticism that they piled 
up deficits year after year. Many 
of the Democratic adm inistration’s 
deficits would be erased, too. 


Business men. when they fully 
understood what has been done 
with the federal budget system in 
the 
past, 
would 
applaud 
t h e 
change. 
Few persons realize that if the 
government buys a piece of real 
estate which is worth $100,000, and 
could bring that sum at a sale, 
the federal budget shows the $100.- 
000 as an expense item 
in 
one 
year. 
I fs true that, if the property is 
sold some day, it is all counted 
as income but the difficulty is not 
with items of $100,000. It’s with 
items running 
into the 
billions, 
such as the expenditures for plu­ 
tonium and uranium — which is 
like buying gold because the m a­ 
terials are conserved for future use 
and for the most part are never 
destroyed. They 
are 
assets 
not 
likely to be sold right away. 
There may be a real stimulus 
from the new system. It may make 
those who go to Congress to re­ 
quest capital spending show that 
their projects will be self-financing 
over a period of years. 
This in itself would be a healthy 
turn. But the biggest advantage 
would be that ail taxes could be 
reduced, because they would be 
confined hereafter only to a bal­ 
ance with actual expenditures on a 
current basis and would not be 
confused with capital investments.
